I anchor'd in the Mouth of a little River, I knew 
not what, or where ; neither did I then ſee any Peo- 
ple. What I principally wanted, was freſh Water; 
and I was reſolved about Duskiſh to ſwim aſhore. 
But no ſooner did the gloomy Clouds of Night be- 
gin to ſucceed the declining Day, when then it was 
we heard ſuch Barking, Roaring and Howling of 
wild Creatures, that one might have thought the 
very ſtrangeſt Monſters of Nature or Infernal Spirits 
bad their Reſidence there. Poor Xury, almoſt dead 
with Fear, intreated me not to go on Shore that 
Night. Suppoſing I don't, Xury, ſaid I, and in the 
Morning we fhould fee Men, who are worſe than theſe we 
fear, what then? O den we may give dem de ſhoot Gun, 
replied Xury laughing, and de Gun make dem all run 
array, The Wit, and broken Engliſb which the Boy 
had learnt among the Captives of our Nation, plea- 
ſed me entirely, and to add to his Chearfulneſs, I 
gave him a Dram of the Bottle. We could get but 
little Sleep all the Night, for thoſe terrible Howlings 
they made ; and indeed we were both affrighted 
very much, when by the Rowlings of the Water and 
other Tokens we juſtly concluded one of theſe Mon- 
{ters made towards our Boat. I could not ſee it till 
it came within two Oars Length, when taking my 
Fuzee, I let fly at him: Whether I hit him or no, I 
can't tell ; but he made towards the Shore, and the 


Noiſe of my Gun encreaſed the ſtupendous Noiſe of 
the Monſters, 
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The next Morning, I was reſolved to go on Shore, 


or Savages, ſhould either attack me. Xury ſaid, he 
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would take one of the Jars, and bring me ſome, 1 
ask'd him, why he would go, and not I ? The poor 
Boy anſwer'd, If wild Mans come, they eat me, you go 
"xey, A Mind ſcarcely now to be imitated, ſo contrar 

to Self-Preſervation, the moſt powerful Law of Nature 


This indeed increaſed my Affections to the Child. 
Hell, dear Xury, ſaid I, we will both go aſhore, both eat 
wild Mans, and they ſhall eat neither of us, So giving 
' Xury a Piece of Rusk- Bread to eat, and a Dram, we 


waded aſhore, carrying nothing with us but our 


Atms, and two Jars for Water, 1 did not go out of 
Sight of the Boat, as dreading the Savages coming 
down the River in their Canoes. But the Boy ſee- 
ing a low Deſcent or Vale about a Mile in the Coun- 


try, he wander'd to it; and then running back to 


me with great Precipitation, I thought he was pur- 
ſu'd by ſome Savage or wild Beaſt, upon which I 


” approached, reſolving to periſh or protect him from 
Danger. As he came nearer to me, I ſaw ſomething 
hanging over his Shoulders, which was a Creature he 
had ſhot like a Hare, but different in Colour, and 
longer Legs; however we were glad of it, for it pro- 


E ved wholfome and nouriſhing Meat; but what ad 


died to our Joy was, my Boy aſſur'd me there was 


Plenty of Water, and that he ſee no wild Mans: 
And greater ſtill was our Comfort, when we found 
tre ſh Water in the Creek where we were when the 
Tide was out, without going ſo far up into the 
Countrv.

immediately, We knew nothing where we were, 
or upon what Land we were driven; whether an 
Iſland or the Main ; inhabited or not inhabited; 


and we could not ſo much as hope that the Ship 


would hold many Minutes, without breaking in Pic- 
ces, except the Wind by a Miracle ſhould turn about 
immediately. While we ſtood looking at one ano- 
ther, expecting Death every Moment, the Mate lays 
Hold of the Boat, and with the Help of the reſt got 
her Aung over the Ship's Side, and getting all into 
her, being Eleven of us, committed our ſelves to 
tzoa's Mercy, and the wild Sea. And now we ſaw 
that this laſt Effort would not be a ſufficient Prote- 
ction from Death; ſo high did the Sea rife, that it 
was impoſſible the Boat ſhould live. As to making 
Sail, we had none; neither, if we had, could we 
wake Uſe of any. So that when we had rowed, ot 
rather were driven about a League and a half, a rag- 
ing Wave, like a lofty Mountain, came rowling a- 
itern of us, and took us with ſuch Fury, that at once

I perceived abundance 
of Fowls, but ignorant of what Kind, or whether 
good for Nouriſhment. I ſhot one of them at my 
Return, which occaſioned a confuſed Screaming a- 
mong the other Birds ; and I found it, by its Co- 
lour and Beak, to be a kind of a Hawk, but its 
Fleſh was perfect Carrion.

Sail and ſome Poles which I had cut for that pur- 
poſe ; and having finiſh'd it, what Things might 
be damag'd by the Weatner I brought in, piling all 
the empty Cheſts and Casks in a Circle, the better- 
to fortity it againſt any ſudden Attempt of Man or 
Beaſt, After this, I block*d up the Doors with ſome 
Boards, and an empty Cheit turn'd the long Way 
without, I then chars'd my Gun and Piſtol ; and 
laying my Bed on the Ground, flept as comfortably 
til next Morning, as tho' I had been in a Chriſtian 


Country. 


Now tho' I had enough te ſubſiſt me a long 
Time, yet deſpairing of a ſudden Deliverance, or 
that both Ammunition and Proviſion might be ſpent 
before ſuch a thing happen'd, I coveted as wack bs 
T could : And ſo long as the Ship remain'd in th.t 


Condition, I daily brought away one Neceſſary or 


other; particularly the Rigging, Sails and Cordage; 


ſome Twine, a Barrel of wet Powder, ſome Suger, a 
Barrel of Meal, three Casks of Rum; and, what in- 


deed was moſt welcome to me, a whole Nogſhead 


of Bread. 


The next Time I went, I cut the Cables in Pie- 
ces, carried off a Haulſer whole, with a great deal 
Iron-work, and made another Raft with the Mizen:

by the too heavy Burthen I had upon it, and not be- 
ing able dexterouſly to guide it as the former, both.

up in a Piece of Canvas, and began to think of mal:- 
ing another Raft; but ſoon I perceiv'd the Wind 
begin to ariſe, a freſh Gale blowing from the Shore, 
and the Sky overcaſt with Clouds and Darkneſs, 80 
thinking a Raft to be in vain, 1 let my ſelf into the 
Water with what Things I had about me, and it 
was with much Difficulty I got aſhore, when ſoon 
after it blew a fearful Storm. 

That Night J flept very contentedly in my little 
Tent, ſurrounded with all my Effects; bur when! 
lookt out in the Morning, no more Ship was to be 
ſeen, This much ſurpriz'd me for the preſent, yet 
when I conſider'd I had loſt no Time, abated no 
Pains, and had got every Thing uſeful out of her, 1 
comforted my ſelf in the beſt manner, and entirely 
ſubmitted to the Will of Providence. 

My next Thoughts were, how I ſhould defend 
and ſecure my ſelf from Savages and wild Beaſts, if 
any ſuch were in the Iſland. At one Time I thought 


of digging a Cave; at another, I was for erecting a 


Tent; 
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lent; and, in ſhort, I reſolved to do both: The- 
Manner or Form of which, will not, I hope, be un- 


är 
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pleaſing to deſcribe. | EN. 

When I conſider'd the Ground where I was; that 
it was mooriſh, and had no freſh Water near it; my 
Reſolutions were to fearch for a Soil healthy and 
well-water'd, where J might not only be ſhelter'd 
from the Sun's {ſcorching Heat, but be more conve- 
niently ſituated, as well to be ſecur'd from wild Men 
and Beaſts of Prey, as more eafily to diſcover any 
diſtant Sail, ſhould it ever ſo happen. | 

And indeed it was not long before I had my De- 


fire, I found a little Plain near a riſing Hill, the 


Front towards which being as ſteep as a Houſe fide, . 


nothing could deſcend on me from the Top. On 
the Side of this Rock, was a little hollow Place, te- 
ſembling the Entrance or Door of a Cave. Juſt be- 
fore this Place, on the Circle of the Green, I reſolved 
my Tent ſhould ſtand. This Plain did not much 
exceed 100 Yards broad, and about twice as long, 
like a delightful Green before my Door, with a plea- 
ling, tho' irregular Deſcent every Way to the low 


' Grounds by the Sea-fide, lying on the N. N. II, Side 


of the Hill, fo that it was ſhelter'd from the exceſ- 
ive Heat of the Sun. After this I drew a Semi— 
Circle, containing 19 Yarcs in its Semi Diameter, 
and 20 Yards in the whole, driving down two Rows - 
of ſtrong Stakes, not 6 Inches {rom each other. Then 
with the Pieces of Cable which I had cut on Board, 
I regulirly laid them in the Circle between the

carry'd all my Riches, Ammunition and Stores, 


After which, working on the Rock, what with the 
Dirt and Stones 1 dug out, I not only rais'd my 
Ground two Feet, but made a little Cellar to my | 
Manſion-Houſe; and this coſt me many Days Labour | 
and Pains. But one Day in particular a Shower of 
Rain falling, Thunder and Lightning enfu'd, which | 
put me in Terror leſt my Powder ſhould take Fire, 
and not only hinder my neceflary Subſiſtence from 
killing me Food, but even blow up me and my Ha- 


bitation: To prevent which, I fell to making Boxcs 
and Bags, in order to ſeparate it, having by me near 


150 Weight, And thus being eſtabliſh'd as King of | 


the land, every Day I went out with my Gun to lee 
what I could kill that was fi: to eat. I ſoon 
ved Numbers of Goats, but very ſhy : Yet having 
watch'd them narrowly, and ſeeing I could better 
Moot off the Rocks than when in the Low-Grounds, 
I one Day happen'd to ſhoot a She-Goat, ſuckling 
a young Kid; who not thinking its Dam flain, flood 
by her unconcern'd ; and when I took the dead 
Creature up, the young one follow'd me even to my 
Encloſure. I lifted the Kid over the Pales, and 
would willingly have kept it alive ; but finding it 
could not be brought to eat, I was forc'd to {lay it 


| alſo for my Subſiſtence. 


Thus enter'd into a {trange Scene of Life, as ever 
any Man was in, I had moſt melancholly Apprehen- 
fions concerning my deplorable Condition ; and ma- 
ny Times the Tears would plentifully run down my 
Face, when I conſider'd how I was debarr'd from all 
Communication with Human-kind. And while 


ſome deſponding Cogitations would ſeem to make me 
accuſe Providence, other good Thoughts would inter- 
poſe and reprove me after this manner: Well, ſup- 
poſing you are deſolate, is it not better to be ſo, than 
totally periſh ? Why were you ſingled out to be 5 
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ved, and tho reſt deſtroyed ? Why: ſhould you com- 
© © plain, when not only your Life is preſerved, but the. 
Ship driven even into your Reach, in order to take . 
what was neceſſary out of her for your Subſiſtence? 
Bat to proceed. It was, by the Account I kept, the 
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zoth of Seprember, when I firſt landed on this Iſland: 
About twelve Days after, fearing I ſhould loſe my 
Reckoning of Time, nay even forget the Sabbath- 
Days, for Want of Pen, Ink and Paper, I carv'd it 
with a Knife upon a large Poſt, in great Letters, and 
ſetting it up, in the Similitude of a Croſs, on the. 


| Sea-ſhore where I landed, viz. I came on Shore Sept. 


30. 1659. Every Day I cut a Notch With my Knife 
on the Sides of this ſquare Poſt, and that on the Sab- 


bath was as long again as the reſt; and every firſt Day 


of the Month as long again as that long one: In this 
manner I kept my Kalendar, or Weekly, Monthly, or 
Yearly Reckoning of Time. But had I made a more 
ſtrict Search (as I did afterwards) I need not have 


let up this Mark : For I found among the Parcels be- 
longing to the Gunner, Carpenter, and Captain's 


Mate, thoſe very Things I wanted; particularly Pens, 
ink and Paper; alſo 1 found two or three Compal- 


ſes, ſome Mathematical Inſtruments, Dials, Pruipe- 
tives, Books of Navigation, three Egli“ Bibles, and 
' feveral other good Books, which I carefully put up- 


But here I cannot but call to Mind our having a Dog 
and two Cats on Board, whom I made Inhabitants 
with me in my Caſtle. But tho' one might think I 


had all Neceſſaries as were deſirable, yet ſtill I hund

| waſting : I wanted Needles, Pins and Thread to

 Fime I had enlarged the Cave behind me with eve? 
ral little Caves, one within another, to hold my Bas. 
kets, Corn and Straw. The Piles, with which I made

In the next 
Place I put myſelf in a Poſture of Defence, by load: 
ing my Muskets and Piſtols, and, committing my 
ſelf to God's Protection, reſolved to defend my ſel 


till my lateſt Breath.

preryz and that too with our Swords, and the 
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But-End of our Muskets, for fear the Report of our 
Guns ſhould be heard. 

And ſo indeed, as we thought, it happen'd ; for three 
of the vanquiſh'd Army croſſing the Creek, ran d. 
tectly to the Flace,.as to a thick Wood for Shelter; 
nor was it long before our Scout gave us Notice of 
it ; as aiſo, that the Victors did not think it fit t 
purſue them. Upon this, IL would not ſuffer em to 
be Slain, but had em ſurpriz'd and taken by ou 
Party; and afterwards they proved very good Se 
vants to us, being ſtout young Creatures, and able u 
doa great deal of Work. The Remainder of the 
conquer'd Savages fled to their Canoes, and put out 
to the Ocean; while the Conquerors, joining to 
zether, ſhouted by way of Triumph; and abou 
three in the Afternoon, they alſo embark'd tor their 
vwn Nation. Thus were we freed, at once, fro 
the Savages and our Fears, not perceiving any d 
theſ> Creatures for ſome conſiderable Time after 
Wie found two and thirty Men dead in the Field d 
Battle; ſome were flain with long Arrows, whic 
we found Kicking in their Bodies; and the reſt wer 
xill'd with great unweildy wooden Swords, whi 
denoted their vaſt Strength, and of which we found 
ſeventeen of em, beſides Bows and Arrows: H 
we could not find one wounded: Creature among e 
alive; for either they kill their Enemies quite, 0 
carry thoſe wounded away with them. 

This terrible Sight tam'd the Engliſbmen for ſon 
time, conſidering how unfortunate they might bai 
been, had they fallen into their Hands, who wol 
not only kill them as Enemies, but alſo for Food, 
we do Cattle: And indeed ſo much did this nav 
ate their Stomachs, that it not only made them 
Sick, but more tractable to the common neceli 
Buſineſs of the whole Society, planting, {ow 
and reaping, with the greateſt Signs of Amity ® 
Frienaſhip: So that now being alli good F 9

boats out, and faſten them, one cloſe by the Head, 


land the other by the Stern, well Mann'd, with 
ISkeets and Buckets to extinguiſh the Flames ſhould 
it ſo happen. But when the Savages came up, they 
were a horrid Sight indeed, but there were not ſo 
many as the Mate had faid ; for inſtead of a Thou- 
and Canoes, they were about One Hundred and 
Twenty, tho' indeed they were too many, ſeveral of 


theſe Canoes containing, above Sixteen or Seventeen

| As they approached near us, they ſeem'd to be in 
the greateſt Amazement ; and not knowing what to 


make of us, they Rowed round the Ship, which 


occaſion'd us to call to the Men in the Boats, not to 
Uuffer them to come near them. Hereupon they 
beckon'd to the Savages to keep back, which they 
accordingly did; but at their Retreat, they let fly 
about Fifty Arrows among us, and very much 
[Wounded one of our Men in the Long-Boat. I 
Call'd to them not to Fire upon any Account, but 
handing them down ſome Deal-Boards, the Carpen- 
ter made em a kind of a Fence to ſhield them ſrom 
the Arrows. In half an Hour after, they came ſo 
Pear a- ſtern of us, that we had a perfect Sight of 
em; then they Row'd a little farther out, t ill they 
tame directly Broad-fide with us, and then ap- 
Proach'd ſo near, as they could hear us Speak: This.

Not long after my Friend and I had made up our 
Accounts, to our entire Satisfaction, but there came 
in a Dutch Coaſter from Batavia, of about two hun- 
dred Ton. All the Men pretended themſelves ſo il, 
that there were not Hands ſufficient to undertake a 
Voyage; and the Captain being, forſooth, willing 
to go to Europe, publick Notice was given, that the 
Ship was to be ſold. No ſooner did this come to 
our Ears, but we bought the Ship, paid the Maſter, 
and took Poſſeſſion. We would alfo have very wil- 
lingly entertain'd ſome of the Men; but they, has 
ing received their Share of Booty, were not to be 
found, being altogether fled to Agra, the great City 
of the Mogul's Refidence ; and from thence were to 
travel to Suratte, and ſo by Sea to the Perfian Gulph, 
And indeed they had Reafon to fly in this manner:

The Story 
of the Dutch Cruelty at Amboyua often came into out 
Thoughts when awake; and, for my Part, Ius d to 
think my Condition very hard, that after ſo many 
Difficulties, and ſuch ſignal Deliverances, I ſhould be 
hang'd in my old Age, and innocent too: But ther 
Religion would ſeem to reprehend me, as tho' the 


Voice of it had ſaid, Confider, O Man! what Sins

And as to thy Innocence, what art thou more than 
thy bleſſed Redeemer Jeſus Chriſt, who ſuffered for 
thy Offences, and to whole Providence you ought t9 
ſabmit, let what will happen?

Genoeſe. But Father Simon, it ſeems, was appointed 
to go to Peking, the Royal Seat of the Emperor of Chi- 
eſe, who only waited for another Prieſt, that was or- 
der'd from Macao to accompany him. Scarce did we 
erer meet together, but ke was prompting me to keep 
him Company that Journey: Sir, ſaid he, I will

of one of their Country Gentlemen, two Leagues of 
of Nanquin, we had the Honour, forſooth, to ride 
with the Chineſe Squire about two Miles. Never 
was Don Quixot fo exactly imitated, never ſuch 2 
Compound of Pomp and Poverty ſeen before! 

His Habit, made of Callicoe, was dirty, greaſy, and 
very proper for a Merry Andrew or Scaraworch, with all 
its tawdry Trappings, as Hanging Sleeves, Tolicls 


and yet torn and rent in almoſt every Part ; His Veſt 


underneath it was no leſs dirty, but more greaſy, kt. 
lembling the moſt exquiſite Sloven, or greaſy Butcher. 
His Horſe (worſe than Roſiaante, or the famous Steed 
of doubty Hudibraſs) was a poor, ſtarv'd, decrepid 
Thing, that would not fell for thirty Shillings 1 
England: And yet after this Piece of worſhipſul Yom? 
attended ten or twelve Slaves, guarding their Malt! 
to hisCountry Seat. We ſtopp'd at a little Village tor 
Refreſhment ; and when we came by the Country 


Seat of this Great Man, we found him fitting unde 


a Tree before his Door, cating a Meſs of boyl'd Rice, 
with a great Piece of Garlick in the middle, and! 
Bag fill'd with green Pepper by him, and anothet 


Plant like Ginger, together with à Piece of Lean Mut

ton in it, all this put together was his Worſhip's Re- 
paſt : But pray obſerve the State of the Fool! Two 
Women Slaves brought him his Food; which being 
laid before him, two others appear'd to perform their 
IF reſpeRive Offices: One fed him with a Spoon, while 
iche other ſcrap'd off what fell upon his Beard and 
Taffaty Veſt, and gave it to a particular Favourite to 
eat. And thus we left the Wretch pleas'd with the 
Conceit of our admiring at his Magnificence, which 
rather meritèd our Scorn and Deteſtation. 

At length We arrived at the great City of Pebing, 
accompanied by two Servants, and the old Port uguexe 
Pilot, whoſe Charges We bore, and who proved Ou: 
Interpreter. We had ſcarce been a Week at Peking. 
but he comes laughing to us, Ab! Sieg neur Ingliſe, ſaid 
he, me ſomething tell you, make your Heart glad, but male 
| me forry ; for you bring me here 25 Days Journey, ane: 

now you leave me go back alone: And which Ney fhall 7 
| make my Port after, without de Ship, wit bout de Horſe, 

without Peccune : So he called Money in his broken 
Lein. But, in ſhort, that there was a great Caravan 
of Maſcovite and Poliſh Merchants in the City, who 
vere preparing to ſet out to Muſcovy by Land within 
iy ix Weeks; and that he was certain We would take 
this Opportunity, and conſequently that he muſt go 
home by himſelf. Indeed this News infinitely ſur- 
priz d and pleas'd me: Are you certain of this? ſaid 
4 J. Yes, Sir, laid he, me ſure it's true, And ſo he told 
me, That having met an ola Acquaiatance of ba, an Ar- 
menian, in the Street, who was among them, he came

5 | Reſolution, was reſolv'd to go with the Caravan to Muſcow, 


aud ſo down the River Wolga to Aſtracon. Well, Sieg- 
nior, {aid I, don't be diſcontented about your return- 
| ing alone; and if by this Means I can find a Paſſage 
to England, it will be your own Fault if you return 
to Macao at all, And fo conſulting with my Partner 
| P 42 what 
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what was beſt to be done, he referr'd it to me 281 
pleaſed, having our Affairs ſo well ſetled at Bengale, | 
that if we could veſt the good Voyage we had made 
in China Silks, wrought and raw, he would be ſatis- 
fy'd to go to England, and ſo return to Bengale in the 
Company's Ships. And thus we reſolv'd, that if our 
„ Pilot would go with us, We would bear his Charges 
either to Maſcou or England, and to give him the Sum 
of 170 Pounds Sterling. Hereupon we call'd him in, 
when J told him, the Cauſe of his Complaint ſhould | 
be removed, if he would accompany us with the Ca- 
ravan, and therefore We defired to know his Mind, | 
At this he ſhook his Head, Great long Journey, ſaid he, 
me no Peccune, carry me to Muſcow, or keep me there, | 
But we ſoon pur him out of that Concern, by making 


zhim ſenſible of what We would give him here to lay 
out to the beſt Advantage ; and as for his Charges, 
We would ſet him ſafe aſhore, God willing, either in 
Muſcocy or England, as he pleas'd, at our own Charge, 
except the Carriage of his Goods. At this Propoſal, 
he was like a Man tranſported, telling us, he would 
go with us all the World over; and ſo We made Pre. 
arations for our Journey: But, I think, it was near 
v3 Months, before all the Merchants were ready, 

In the mean time, my Partner and the Pilot went 
Expreſs to the Port where we firſt put in, to diſpole 
of what Goods had been left there, while I accom: 
pany'd a Cl-ineſe Merchant, who was going to Nangu, 
and there bought 29 Pieces of Damask, with about 
300 more of other fine Silks ; and by that Time my 
Partner return'd to Peking, I had them all carry'd thi 
ther : So that our Cargo amounted in Goods only to 
about 4500 J. Sterl. which, together with Tea, fine 

Cullicoes, Nutmegs and Cloves, loaded 18 Camels fot 
our Share, befides what we rode upon, with two ot 
three ſpare Horſes, and two more loaden with Prov! 
fion : And indeed the Company 1n general was very 


great, making about 400 Horſe, and above 120 Men, 
h „„ 
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well arm'd and provided. We were of ſeveral Nations, 
among whom were five Scots Merchants, inhabiting 
in Muſcow, and well experienced in Buſineſs. 

We ſet out of Peking the Beginning of February, our 
Stile; and in two Days more, we paſs'd thro' the 
Gate of the great China-Wall, which was erected as 
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| a Fortification againſt the Tartars, being 1000 Eng/:/ 
Miles long. We then enter'd a Country not near ſo 
populous, chiefly under the Power of plundering Tar - 
| tors, ſeveral Companies of whom we perceived, rid- 
ing on poor ſtarv'd Horſes, contemptible as them- 
ſelves, without Order or Diſcipline. One Time our 

Leader for the Day gave us Leave to go a Hunting. 
But what do you think ue hunted? Only a Parcel 
of Sheep, which indeed excecd any in the World for

The City. of Naum is a Frontier of the Cbineſe Em- 
pire, Fortified, as ſome will tell you, that Millions 
of Tartars cannot batter down their Walls; by which 
certainly one might think one of our Cannons Would 


do more Execution than all their Legions. 


But the Governour of that City, as we were with- | 
in a Day's March of it, having ſent Meflengers to 


every Part of the Road, to inform the Travellcrs 


and Caravans to halt *till they had ſent a Guard to 
. Prote& them from the numerous Bodies of Tartar! | 
that lately appear'd about the City; this News put 


us into great Confternation, but obeying the Or. 
ders, within two Days, there came two hundred 
Soldiers from a Garriſon of the Chineſe, and three 
hundred more from Naum: Thus being guarded 
both in the Front and Rear, with our own Men on 
the Sides, we boldly advanc'd along, as thinking 
we were able to Combat with ten thouſand Mog 
Tarters, if they had appeared. But we were forced 
to tell another Story next Day. 

For early the next Morning, Marching from a lit. 
tle well ſituated Town called Chang; and after 
baving paſs' d a River, and enter'd upon a Deſert of 
about fiftcen or fixteen Miles over, we ſoon beheld, 
by a Cloud of Duſt that was raiſed, that the Enc- 
my was approaching towards us. This Sight much 
diſpirited the Ching, and ſo plainly did it : ppea!, 
that my old Pilate took Notice of it, and called 
out, Seignior Iagleſe, thoſe Fellows muſt be encov 
rag d, or they will Ruin us all; and I'm afraid, if 


the Tartars attack us, they will all run away. WH 


Seignior, ſaid I, what ſhall be dene in this Caſe? 
Done ! ſays he, why let fifty of our Men advance,

Lent for another, but did not go my ſelf to fetch it, F 
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and then I know the Fellows will Fight well enough

Marching fitty to the Right Wing, with the fame 


Number to the Left, and the reſt made a Line of 
Reſerve, leaving the laſt two hundred Men to Guard 
the Camels, cr to Aſſiſt us as Occaſion required. 
Thus prepared, a Party of them came forward, 
viewing our Potiure, and traverſing the Ground on 
the Front of our Line: Hereupon we order'd the two 
Wings [wiftly, and each of them a Salvo with their 
Shot, which accordingly was done. And this in- 
deed put a Stop to their Proceeding; for ſoon after 
wheeling off to their Left, and undoubtedly giving an 
Account to their Companions of what Reception 
they might expect, they gave over their Enterprize. 
When we came to the City of Naum, we returned 
the Governour hearty Thanks, and diſperſed a hun- 
dred Crowns among the Soldiers that guarded us. 
We reſted there but one Day, and then proceeded on 


our Travels, paſſing ſeveral great Rivers and Deſerts, 


'til!, on the 13th of April, we came to the Frontiers 
of Mufcovy, the firſt Town of which was called Argun. 
This happy Occaſion, as I thought, of coming into 


2 Chriſtian Country, made me congratulate the Scors 


Merchant upon it: He ſmiled at that, telling me, 
not to rejoice too ſoon; for, ſaid he, except the Ruſ- 


Fan Soldiers in Garriſon, and a few Inhabitants of the 


Cities upon the Road, all the reſt of this Country, for 


above a thouſand Miles, is inhabited by the moſt ig- 


norant and barbarous Pagans. DEW 
We advanc'd from the River Arguna by moderate 
Journeys, and found convenient Garriſons in the Land, 


| fll'd with Chriſtian Soldiers, for the Security of Com- 
| merce, and for the convenient Lodging of Travellers; 


but the Inhabitants of the Country were meer Pagans, 


| worſhipping the Sun, Moon and Stars. And this Ido- 
| latry we met between Arguna, at a City of the Tar- 
tars and Ruſſſans joyn'd together, call'd Nertsinæy: For 


being

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went to one of their Villages, when there was to be 
one of their ſotemn Sacrifices. There behold, upon 2 
the Stump of an old "I'ree, was placed an Idol of 3 
Wood, more ugly than the Repreſentation of the De- 
vil himſelf: Its Head was ſuch as reſembled no liv- 7 
ing Creature; its Ears were as big and high as Goats 3 


Horns, a crooked Noſe, four-corner'd Mouth, and 


horrible Teeth: It was cloathed in Sheep-Skins, had a © 
great Tartar Bonnet, with two Horns growing through I 
it, and was eight Foot hizh, without Feet, Legs or © 
Proportion. Before this Idol, there lay 16 or 17 People, 
who brought thei: Otlerings, and were making their 
Prayers; while at a Diſtance ſtood three Men and one 


Bullock, as Victims to their ugly Monſter. 


Such ſtupendous Sacriledge as this, in robbing the 
True God of his Honour, fill'd me with the greatelt * 
Aſtoniſhment and Reflection; which ſoon turning to 
Rage and Fury, I rode up to the Image, and cut in 
Pieces the Bonnet that was upon his Head with my 
Sword, ſo that it hung down by one of the Horns; 
while one of my Men that was with me, pull'd at it 
dy its Skeeps-Skin Garment : But immediately ar. | 
:ideous Howling and Outcry ran through the Vil- 


tage, and two or three hundred People coming abou: 
„ur Ears, We were oblig'd to Ry for it. 


But I had not yet done with the Monſter ; for the | 


Caravan being to reſt three Nights in the Town, : 


told the Scots Merchant what I had ſeen, and I was re-. 


ſolv'd to take four or five Men well arm'd with me, 
in order to deſtroy the Idol, and ſhew the People how 
little Reaſon they had to truſt in it, who could not 
ſave it ſelf, At firſt he laugh'd at me, repreſenting 
the Danger of it; and when it was deſtroy'd, what 
Time had we to preach to them better Things, whoſe 
Zeal and Ignorance was in the higheſt Degree, and 
both unparallell'd ; that if I ſhould be taken by ay

being curious to ſee their Way of Living, while th! M I {houl 


Caravan continued to relt themſelves in that City, I Þ 
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I ſhould be ſerv'd as a poor Ruffian, who conternn'd 
their Worſhip ; that is, be ſtripp'd naked, and ty'd 
to the Top of the Idol, there fot at with Arrows, 
till our Body was full of 'em, and then burnt as a 
Sacrifice to the Monſter : But, Sir, ſaid he, fince your 
I Zeal carries you fo far, rather than you ſhould be a- 
lone, I will accompany you, and bring a ſtout Fellow, 
equal to yourſelf, who will aſſiſt us in this Deſign : 
And accordingly he brought one called Captain Ki- 
chardſon, who hearing the Story, readily conſented ; 
but my Partner declin'd it, being altogether out of 
his Way: And ſo we three, and my Man-Servant, re- 
I ſolved to execute this Exploit about Midnight; but 
upon ſecond Thoughts We reterr'd it to thu next 
Night, by Reaſon the Caravan being to go from 
thence next Morning, We ſhould be out of the Go- 
vernour's Power, Well, I procur'd a Tartar's Sheeps- 
skin Robe, a Bonnet, with Bow and Arrows, and e- 
0 very one of us got the like Habits. Tae firſt Wight

for we ſtay'd to ſeek its Deſtruction, left the ignorant 


idolatrous People ſhould have thrown themſelves into 
the Flames. And thus we came away undiſcover'd, 
in the Morning appearing as buſy among our Fellow- 
Travellers, as no Body could have ſuſpected any o- 
ther, but that We had been in our Beds all Night. 
But after We were ſet out, and had gotten ſome 
ſmall Diſtance from the City, there came a great Mul- 
titude of the Country People to the Gates, dewand- 
ing Satisfaction of the Ruſſo Governour, for infult- 
ing their Prieſts, and burning their Great Cham Ci. 
Thaungu, who dwelt in the Sun, and that no Mortal 
would violate his Image, but ſome Chriſtian Mil- 
1 | creants 5. 
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creants : And therefore being already no leſs than 
thirty thouſand. ſtrong, they denounced War againſt 
him and all his Chriſtians. 

The Governour aſſur'd em he was ignorant of the 
Matter, and that none of his Garriſon had been a- 
broad; that indeed there was a Caravan that went a- 
way that Morning, and he would ſend after em to en- 
quire into it; and whoever were the Offenders, ſhould 
be delivered into their Hands. This ſatisfy'd em 
for the preſent ; but the Governour ſent to inform 
us, that if any of us had done it, We ſhould make

before our Front, and we cut down ſome Trees to 
place in our Rear, but before We had finiſh'd our 
Situation, the Enemy was at Hand. But not falling

ſes and Camels, of which I repreſented the Head. 
My young Lord had with him a very faithful Siberian 
Servant, well acquainted with the Roads : We ſhun- 
ned the principal Towns and Cities, as Tien, Soli- 
Kamaskoi, and ſeveral others, by Reaſon of their 
Strictneſs in examining Travellers, left any of the ba- 
niſh'd Perſons of Diſtinctions ſhould eſcape. Having 
paſs'd the River Kama, We came to a City on the Eu- 
ropean Side call'd Soloy-Kamakoy, where We found the 
People moſtly Pagans as before. We then paſſed a

they returned about a hundred Rods from us. In the 
mean while, We loaded our Pieces again, and ſallying 
out, ſecured four or five of their Horſes, whoſe Ri- 
ders We found were kill'd, and perceiv'd 'em to be 
Tartars, About an Hour after they made another 
Attempt to ſee where they might break in; but find- 
ing us ready to receive them, they retired. 

All that Night We Work'd hard in ſtrengthning 
our Situation, and barricadoing the Entrances into the 
Woods ; but when Day-Light came, We had a very 
unwelcome Diſcovery; for the Enemy being encou- 
rag d by their Aſſiſtance, had ſet up 11 or 12 Tents, in 
Form of a Camp, about three Quarters of a Mile from 
us.

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| Chap. II. Upon HONESTY. 


HONESTY is a Virtue belov'd by good Men, 
and pretended to by all Perſons. In this there 

are ſeveral Degrees: To pay every Man his own, is 
the common Law of Honeſty ; but to do Good te 
all Mankind, is the Chancery Law of Honeſty : And 
this Chancery Court is in every Man's Breaſt, where his 
Conſcience is a Lord- Chancellor. Hence it is, that a 
Miſer, tho' he pays every Body their own, cannot 
be an honeſt Man, when he does not diſcharge the 
good Offices that are incumbent on a friendly, kind 
and generous Perſon : For, faith the Prophet T/aiab, 
Chap. 32. v. 7, 8. The Inſtruments of a Churl are 
evil: He deuiſeth wicked Devices to deſtroy the Poor with 
lying Words, even when the Needy ſpeaketh right, But 
the liberal deviſeth liberal Things, and by Liberal Things 
all he ſtaud. Honeſty ſhines in her own native Sim- 
plicity. There is an Honeſty in ſubduing our proud 
Spirits, in Order to acknowledge our Infirmities and 
Paſſions, eſpecially in ſpeaking evil and unjuſt 
Things one of another. There is a Sort of Honeſty 
call'd Scotch Honeſty, far inferiour to that of York- 
hire, as having in it nothing of Truth and Sincerity, 
and which is much reſembling their Cleanlineſs. Tis 
certainly Honeſty, to do every Thing the Law re- 
uires ; but ſhould we throw every poorDebtor inPri- 
fn till he has paid the utmoſt Farthing, hang every 
Malefactor without Mercy, exact the Penalty of 
every Bond, and the Forfeiture of every Indenture ; 
why this would be downright Cruelty, and not Ho- 
neſty: And it is contrary to that General Rule, 
Quod tibi ſieri non vis, alteri ne feceris. As to the Let- 
ter of the Law, tho' a Man is not diſhoneſt for ſtand- 
ing a Suit of Law, and keeping out of the Way not 
to have Execution ſerv'd on him; yet methinks he is 
a Knave to his Creditor in not performing, as much

They err very much, who think Religion, or a 
ſtrict Morality diſcompoſes the Mind, and renders it 


unfit for Converſation; for it is rather that which 
inſpires us to innocent Mirth indeed, without a 


Counterfeit Joy, as vicious Men appear with: And 
indeed, Wit is as contiſtent with Religion, as Reli- 


gion is with good Manners ; nor is there any Thing 
in the Limitation of Virtue and Religion that ſhould 
abate the Pleaſure of it, but on the contrary en- 
creaſe it. 8 


But on the other Hand, many Men, by their own 


Vice and Intemperance, diſqualify themſelves for 
Converſation, in being of cynical, moroſe, ſurly and

rude Tempers, tho' they Boaſt themſelves otherwiſ⸗ 
For ſome, abounding too much in Pride, think they 
are above others; and in this Caſe, Self-Conceir 15 
the Bane of Human Society; for how ſhould any 
Man receive any Advantage from the Converſation 
of others, who believes. himſelf qualified not in 
learn any Thing from them? This confirms a Man 
to be a Fool ; tor tis impoſſible he ſhould be ſo, it 
he was but once convinc'd of his Folly,

If Fools con!d their own ſenobance diſcern, 
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immorral, waere the Diſcourſe js indecent, immo- 


deft, Scandalous, flanderous and abuſive, And this 
is too much practis'd by Beauxs, Fops, Atheiſts and 
Conceited Perions; who inſtead of appearing Wits 
and Gentlemen by it, prove themſelves the Reverſe 
in each Particular. What Wiſdom is there in Mer 
giving themſelves a Liberty to talk Blaſphemy in 
Defiance of Heaven; the Majeſty of whom they ar: 
glad to own with their lateſt Breath? Or rather, 
how great «is their Folly, and how much is it expo: 
ſed, by affronting their Beſt Friend, even God him: 
ſelf, before Men, whoſe Notions are uncertain, 
and yet who laugh at the Fool when bis Fear cometh. 
As to reforming theſe Errors, we know how much 
the Laws have provided againſt em: But let me 
for once prevail with a Man to examine his Vice, 
dliſſect its Parts, and view its Anatomy: Pray how 
diſagreeable is it to him as a Man, a Gentleman, or 
a Chriſtian ? How deſpicable and contemptible in 


its higheſt Fruition, how deſtructive to his Senſes, 


Eſtate, and Reputation; how diſhonourable, and 
how bcaſtly, in its publick Appearances; ſuch a 
. Man 
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Man would certainly be out of Love with it ; and 
was Mankind but once out of Love with Vice, the 
Reformation would be half brought to pals. 

Now as to atheiſtical Diſcourſe, how empty, and 
yet how prevailing are their miſerable Sophiſms up- 
on their weak Judgments? And this is evident in 
tac following Lines upon the Syſtem of Pyomotheus. 


The Great Promothean Artiſt, Poets ſay, 

Firſt need. the Model of a Man 1 Clay, 

Contrin'd the Form of Parts, and when he had done, 
Stole vital Heat from the Proli fick Sun: 

But not a Poet tells us, to this Day,

The great Scandal {ſuch Diſcourſe gives to Virtue, 


ought, methinks, to be puniſhed by the Judges: 
Make a Man once ceaſe to believe a God, and he 
has nothing left to limit his Soul but meer Philoſo- 


2 phy. 
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phy. And now incongruous is this to Government, 
that a Man ſhall be puniſh'd for Drunkenneſs or 
Swearing, and yet have Liberty to affront, and even 
deny the Majeſty of Heaven? If a Man gives the 
Lie to a Gentleman in Company, or perhaps ſpeaks 
a Word without any offenſive Meaning, he flies into 
a Paſſion, quarrels, fights, and perhaps murders him; 
or afterwards proſecutes him at Law with the ut- 
moſt Villany and Oppreſſion. But ſurely, tis a ve- 
ry vulgar Error in our Behaviour, not to ſhew ou: 
Reſentment, when we hear the Honour and Eſſence 
of God lighted and denied, his Majeſty abuſe, 
and Religion banter'd and ridicul'd in common Dil- 
courſes, Beſides, it is an Affront upon our ſelves ; 
for either the Perſon thinks we are Atheiſts like 
himſelf, or ventures to impoſe upon us, accounting 
us either as Fools that know not when we are put 
upon, or Cowards that dare not reſent it: And 
therefore ſuch Diſcourſe, ought for good Manners 
- ſake to be avoided, which carries in it ſo many de- 
ſtructive Conſequences both to our Souls and to ou: 
Bodies. | 
The next Thing to be refrain'd, is obſcene Di- 
courſe, which is the Language only of the Profici- 
ents in Debauchery, who repent never but in a Goa! 
or an Hoſpital ; and whoſe Carcaſſes ſtink as bad as 
their Diſcourſe, till the Body becomes too naſty tot 


the Soul to ſtay any longer in it. For if Cuſtom has 


made theſe Things uncommon, or conceal'd, or a: 
leaſt baniih'd them from the Voice of Converſation ; 
*ris certainly a Sin then againſt Cuſtom to expoſe 
them again, No Man can juſtify his lewd Diſcourſe, 
but he that at the ſame Time throws away his 
Cloaths; for to cover himſelf with his Hands, and 
uncover himſelf with his Tongue, are Contradicti- 
ons in their own Nature, and one condemns the 
other. And why is not the Ear as liable to be ot- 
fended as the Eye, ſince both are but the common 
Organs of Underſtanding ? Nor 
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Nor is falſe Talking leſs to be avoided : For Ly- 
ing is the Sheep's Cloathing hung upon the Wolf's 
Back ; tis the Phari/ce's Prayer, the Whore's Bluſh, 
the Hypocrite's Paint, the Murderer's Smile, the 
Thief's Cloke, tis Joab's Embrace, and Judas's Kiſs ; 
in a Word, 'tis Mankind's Darling Sin, and the De- 
vil's diſtinguiſhing Character. Some add Lies to 
to Lies, till it not only comes to be improbable, but 
even impoſſible too: Others lie for Gain, to de- 
ceive, delude and betray: And a third Sort lie for 
Sport, or for Fun, as the Boys call it, which betrays 
ſuch an Emptineſs in it, as not only to merit the 
Contempt of all Perſons, but makes the Perſon diſ- 
believ'd, even when he would ſpeak the Truth. 
And then indeed they can lie no longer ; for he that 
no Body believes, can never lie any more, becauſe 
no Body can be deceiv'd by him. There are other 
Lyars, who- are perſonal and malicious; who fo- 
ment Differences, and carry Tales from one Houle to 
another, in order to gratify their own envious Tem- 
pers, without any Regard or Reverence to Truth ; 
tis a Thing of no Value to them, nor regarded in 
their Diſcourſe, *till at laſt they are like the Jack- 
Pudding or Stage-Player, who to make others Sport

The Third Man reads over the 
ſame Text, perhaps with Indifferency to the Sub— 
ſtance, and whether he attains to a right or a wrong 
Information, he comes away with as much Uncer- 
tainty as he went. Now theſe Three Perſons are e- 
nough to fill the World with Diſputes about Religi— 
on: The firſt Two, equally pofitive in their diffe- 
rt, condemn, cenſure, re- 
pportunity, perſecute one 
another, with their Adherents; while the Third 
Man Laughs at em all for being a Parcel of Fools, 
in falling out about thoſe Things which neither of 
them can be certain of. 
And indeed upon this Account, we have perceiv'd 
in all Chriſtian Countries what mortal Feuds have 
been about Religion: What Wars and Eloodihed 
have moleſted Europe, till the general Pacification of 
the German Troubles at the Treaty of Nepali? 
And fince thoſe Times, what Perſecution, in the 
ſame Country, between the Churches of the Luth-- 
raus and Calveniſts? And ſhould I take a Proſpect at 
Home, what unhappy Diviſions are between Chriſti— 
ans in this Kingdom, about Epiſcopacy and Presby- 
tery, the Church of England Men and the Diſſenters; 
and where they withſtand one another, like St. Paul 
and St. Peter, even to the Face ; as much as to lay, 
carry on the Diſpute to the utmoſt Extremity. 
lt might be a Queſtion, why there are ſuch Dif 
fetences in Religious Points, and why 
ſhould be more hot and irreconcileable? All the An- 
| ſwerl can give to this, is, that we enquire more con- 
cerning the Truth of Religion, than any other Na- 
tion in the World; and the anxious Concern we 
have about jt, makes us jealous of every Opinion, 
and tenacious of our own : And this is not becauſe 
we are more furious, cenſorious, and raſh than 0“ 
ther People; but the Truth js, we are the more 
concerned about them, and being ſenſible that the 
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Scripture is the great Rule of Faith, the Standard 
for Life and Doctrine, we have Recourſe to it our 
ſelves, without ſubmitting to any pretended infalli- 
ble Judge upon Earth. | 

There is another Queſtion, pertinent to the for- 
mer, What Remedy can we apply to this Malady ? 
And to this I mult negatively anſwer, Not to have 


us be lets religious, that we might differ leſs about 


it: And this 1s riking at the very Root of all Reli- 
gious Differences; for certainly, were they to be

carry'd on with a peaceabie Spirit, willing to be in- 


forin'd, our Variety of Opinions would not have 
the Name of Differences; nor ſhould we ſeperate in 
Communion and Charity, tho' we did not agree in 
ſeveral Articles of Religion. ” 

Nor is there a leis uſeful Queſtion to art, name- 
ly, where will our unhappy religious Differences 
end ? To which, I hope, I may anſwer, In Heaven: 
There all unchtiſtian and unbrotherly Differences 
will find a Period; there we ſhall embrace many a 
Sinner that here we think it a Diſhonour to converſe 
with ; and perceive many a Heart we have broken 
here with Cenſures, Reproachings and Revilings, - 
made whole agtin by the Balm of the ſame Re- 
deemer's Blood. Here we ſhall perceive, there have 
been other Flocks than thoſe of our Fold ; that 
thoſe we have excommunicated bave been taken in- 
to that ſuperiour Communion ; and, in a Word, 
that thoſe contraditing Notions and Principles, 
which we thought inconſiſtent with true Religion, 
we ſhall then find reconcileable to themſelves, to 
one another, and to the Fountain of Truth. If any 
Man ask me, why our Differences cannot be ended 
on Earth? I anſwer, Were we all thoroughly con- 
vinc'd, that then they would be reconcil'd, we 
would put an End to them before; but this is im- 
poſſible to be done: For as Mens certain Convicti— 
ons of Trath are not equal to one another, or to the 
| Weight 
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Weight or Significancy of ſuch Veracity; ſo neither 
can à general Effect of this Affair be expected on 
this Side of Time, this ſide of the Grave. 


Before I conclude this Chapter, I ſhall beg Leave 


to Diſcourle a little of the wonderful Excellency of 
Negative Religion and Negative Virtue, The latter 3 


ſets out like the Phariſee, with, God I thank thee ;

Grace of God, with a State of Bleſſedneſs to an 


Endieſs Eternity ? 


When the negative Man converſcs with the invili- 
ble World, he is fill'd with as rauch Horror and 


Dread, as Felix, when St. Paul reaſoned to him of # 


Teraperance, Righteouſneſs, and of Judgment to 
come: For Felix, tho' a great Philoſopher, of great 
Power and Reverence, was a negative Man ; and he 


was made ſenſible by the Apoſtle, that as a Lite of 


Virtue and Temperance was its own Reward, by 
giving a healthy Body, a clear Head, and a compo- 


ſed Life; fo erernal Happineſs muſt proceed from 


another Spring, namely, the infinite unbounded 
Grace of a provok'd God, who having erected 


righteous Tribunal, Jeſus Chriſt would ſeperate ſuch | 


as by Faith and Repentance he had brought home, 
and unite to himſelf by the Grace. of Adoption ;

Chap. VI. Of Liſtening to the Voice of Providence, 


HE Magnificent and Wiſe King Solomon bids us 
cry after Knowledge, and lift up our Voice for Unde r- 


landing; which is explain'd to us a Religious Know- 
leædge by the following Words: Then ſhalt thou under- 
ſtand the Fear of the Lord, and find the Knowledge of God. 
By which undoubtedly he meant, to enquire after 


every Thing that he has permitted us to know, and 


not to ſearch into thoſe Ways that are unſearchable, 


and are effectually locked up from our Knowledge. 


Now, as Liſtening to the Voice of Providence, is my pre- 


ſent Subject, I am very willing, in the firſt Place, to 
ſuppoſe, that I am writing to thoſe who own, 1. That 


there is a GOD, a firſt great moving Cauſe of all 
Things, an eternal Power, Prior, and conſequently 
Cuperior to all Power and Being. 2. That this eter- 
nal Power, which is God, is the Sovereign Creator 
nd Governour of Heaven and Earth. 

To avoid all needleſs Diſtinctions what Perſons in 
He Godhead exerciſe the creating, and what the go- 
verning Power, I offer that glorious Text, Pſalm 33. 6. 
where the whole Trinity is entitled to the whole 
creating Work ; and therefore, in the next Place, I 
ſhall lay down theſe two Propofitions. 


I. That the Eternal God guides by his Providence the 


whole Univerſe, which he has created by by Power. 


II. That ths Providence manifeſts a particular Care 
over, and Concern in the governing and diretting 
Man, the moſt noble Creature upon Earth, 
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Now it is plain, that Natural Religion proves the 
flrſt, by intimating the Neceſſity of a Providence gui- 

ding and governing the World, from the Conſequence 
of the Wiſdom, Juſtice, Preſcience, and Goodneſs of 
the Almighty Creator: For otherways it would be 

abſurd to think that God ſhould create a World, 
wi thout any Care, or Providence, over it, in guiding 
the Operations of Nature, ſo as to preſerve the Order 
of his Creation. | 

Reveal'd Religion gives us a Light into the Care and 

Concern of his Providence, by the Climates being 
made habitable, the Creatures ſubjected and made 

nouriſhing, and all vegetative Life made medicinal 
and all this for the ſake of Man, who is made Vice- 
roy to the King of the Earth, The ſhort Deſcription 
I ſhall give of Providence, is this, That it is that 
Operation of the Power of the Wiſdom, Juſtice and 
Goodneſs of God, by which he influences, governs 

and directs, not only the Means, but the Events of 
all things, which concern us in this ſublunary World; 

the Sovereignty of which we ought always to reve- 
rence, obey its Motions, obſerve its Dictates, and li- 

ſten to its Voice. The prudent Man foreſeeth the Evil, and 

hideth himſelf; that is, as I take it, there is a ſecret 

Providence intimates to us, that ſome Danger threat- 

ens, it we ſtrive not to ſhun it. This I have expe- 

rimentally known, in ſuffering, by not obeying the 

Voice of Providence, in departing from a Company, 

where a ſecret Impulſe told me, there was impending 

Danger. And I believe the Hand of Providence di- 

rects to us ſilent Meſſengers on many Occafions, whe- 

ther ſleeping or waking, directly or indirettly, or by 

Hints, Impulſes, Allegories, Myſteries, or otherwiſe, 
which, if liſten'd to, might many Ways be uſeful to 

the prudent Man to foreſee the Evil, and hide him- 
ſelf, Nor is the Imperfect neſs of theſe ſecret Impul- 
ſes to be accounted for, any more than the Hand- 
Writing upon the Wall at the great Feaſt of Belſbax- 
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dur. Whoever believes that Providence has the ſu- 


preme Direction over his Affairs, and concerns itſetf 
for him; ſurely, methinks, he ſhould concern hin- 
ſelf in ever) thing that Providence does, which comes 
within his Reach, that he may know whether he is 
intereſted in it, or no: For if it be true, as our Sa- 
viour himſelf lays, That not a Hair Fall ls from our 
Heads without the ; Will of 917 Heavenly Fat her, then not 
a Hair ought to fall from our Heads, without: our ha- 
ving our Eyes up to our Heavenly Father in it. Good 
Men of all Ages allow ſuch ſecret Notices ought not 
to be dilregarded ; ; eſpecially when, thro? wanting 
that Care to liften to Providence, we itand in need of 
che raore dangerous Helps of Vitone Dreams and 
VOICES. Nay, ſometimes Providence ſtoops to re- 
train not * Actions of Men only, but even its own 
Actions to Days and Times: The Scriptures men- 
tion periodical Times, being evil, when the Prudent 
hall kee filent : And even in Days we may ſee the 
e e Unluckineſs of them in ſeveral Inſtances, 
hea fame Day that Sir Joby Hot ham kept out Hull a- 
zainſt the Royal Mari vr King C barles I. the ſame Day 
Sir John Hot ham was put to Death by the Parliament 
tor that very Action: The ſame Day that the King 
pimſe! F ſign'd the Warrant for the Execution of the 
Earl of Sirefford, the ſame Day of the Month wa 


he barbaroutly murder'd by the Blood-thirſty Olrerian 


Crew: And the fame Day that King James the Se- 
cond came to the Crown againſt the Bill of Exclu— 
fion, the ſame Day he was voted abdicated by the 
Parliament, and the Throne fill'd with King MH Wan? 
and Queen Mary. 

The Voice of fignal Deliverances from ſudden Dan- 
gers, is not only a juſt Call to Repentance, but a 
Caution againſt falling into the like Danger : Eur 
ſuch, who are utterly careleſs of themſelves after, ſew 
a Lerhargy of the worſt Nature, which ſeems to me to 
be a kind of Fete Atheiſm, or at leaſt a liriog ir 
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a Contempt of Heaven, when he receives Good at the. 2 
Hand of his Maker, but is unconcern'd at the Na- 
ture and Original of it; neither when he receives 
Evil does it bring him to any State of Humiliation. 
We have a remarkable Story of two Soldiers be ing” 
condemn'd to Death in Handers „ the General being 
revail'd upon to ſpare one of em, order'd em to 
caſt Dice upon the Drum Head for their Lives: 
The firſt, throwing two Sixes, fell a wringing hiv 
Hands, but was ſurpriz: d when the other threw too 
Sixes allo. The Officer, appointed to fee the Exe- 
cution, order'd 'em to throw again; they did fo, 
and each of em threw two Fives; at which the 
Soldiers that ſtood round ſhouted, and ſaid neither 
of 'em was to die. Here upon the Officer acquainted 


the Council of War, who order'd them to throw 


again, and then came up two Fours : 'The General 
being m made acquainted with it, ſends for the Men, 
and Pardon d theta : 1 love, ſays he, in ſuch extraey- 
dinary Caſes to liſten to to the Voice of Providence. 
We read in the Holy Writings, how God ſpeak to 
Men, by 1 ppearance of Angels, or by Dreams and 
Viſions of the > Night, As God appeared to Abrab ams, 
Lot and Jacob; 5 Angels have aPPcar 'd to many in 
other Caſes, © Mianoab and his Wife, Zachariah, the 
Virgin Mary, and to the Apoſtles ; others have 


been warned in a Dream, as King Abineelech, the talſe 


Prophet Balaam, and many others 

might make a large Excurſion of Liſtuing to the 
Voice of Providence in ſeveral Particulars ; but ſhall 
conclude this Head with taking Notice, that ſcarce 
in any particular Providence attending our Lives, but 
we ſhall find it calling upon us, either, 

1. To look up, . acknowledge the Goodneſs of 
God in ſparing us, his Bounty in providing for 
us, and his Power in delivering and protecting 
us; not forgetting to look up and acknowledge, 
and be humble under the AMlictions of the 
Almighty. = 2. Or 
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2. Or to look ont, and take the needful Caution 
and Warning given of Evil approaching, and 
prepare either to meet or avoid it. 

3. Or to look in, reflecting upon what we find 

Heaven animadverting upon, and afflicting us 
for, taking Notice of the Summons to repent 
and reform. | 

And this is, in ſhort, what I mean, by Liſtnins 


fo the Voice of Providence, 

THUS having, in the precedent ſerious Re- 
flections upon the Accidents of this Life, withdrawn 
our Thoughts, I hope, from Earth to Heaven, 
where the Prize is molt glorious and tranſcendent ;
